Synod  Increases  PC  Support; 
Reaffirms  Admittance  Policy 


A  $20,000  increase  in  synod 
budget  for  PC  and  reaffirmation 
of  the  policy  of  segregation 
within  the  institution  were  two 
of  the  main  features  of  the  1954 
meeting  of  he  Synod  of  South 
Carolina. 

More  than  225  ministers  and 
lay  leaders  assembled  on  the 
Presbyterian  College  campus, 
Aug.  31-Sept.  2,  for  this  session. 

Included  in  the  synod's  1955 
budget  of  $738,600  ($455,350  for 
General  Assembly  causes  and 
$283,250  for  synod  causes)  was 
the  entry  of  $76,000  for  PC.  This 
total  represents  a  generous  in- 
crease over  the  $56,100  budgeted 
for  the  institution  in  the  1954 
budget. 

The  issue  of  segregation  came 
in  for  only  limited  discussion  at 
the  meeting,  and  action  came  on 
a  motion  by  Dr.  John  McSween 
of  Clinton,  prominent  evangelist 
and  former  president  of  PC.  The 
group  adopted  his  resolution 
which  read: 

"That  it  is  the  sense  of  the 
Synod  of  South  Carolina  that  it 
is  in  the  best  interests  of  har- 
monious relations  between  the 
white  and  negro  races  in  this 
section    at    this    time    that    the

Four  other  trustees,  whose 
terms  expired  this  year  and  who 
were  reappointed  by  the  synod, 
include:  Dr.  George  R.  Wilkin- 
son of  Greenville  and  J.  F.  Mc- 
Leod  of  Chesterfield,  both  from 
the  synod-at-large;  T.  Frank 
Watkins  of  Anderson,  represent- 
ing Piedmont  Presbytery;  and  J. 
W.  Chapman  of  Charleston,  re- 
presenting Charleston  Presbytery. 

Wardlaw,  who  serves  as  pastor 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Orangeburg,  was  named  as  a 
representative  of  the  synod-at- 
large.  Sumter  businessman  Shaw 
represents  Harmony  Presbytery. 


present  enrollment  policies  in 
the  institutions  under  the  con- 
trol and  support  of  the  synod  be 
continued." 

The  synod  also  went  on  record 
in  support  of  any  development 
and  promotional  plans  for  Pres- 
byterian College  that  its  trustees 
may   initiate.

And  the  Rev.  Samuel  T.  Lipsey, 
pastor  of  the  Smyrna  Presby- 
terian Church  near  Newberry, 
has  been  chosen  to  serve  in  this 
capacity  at  the  winter  meeting 
of  presbytery.

Wilson  Dowling  Goes 
As  Foreign  Missionary 

Another  Presbyterian  alumnus 
has  departed  for  the  foreign 
mission  fields. 

He  is  the  Rev.  Wilson  T. 
Dowling  '51,  who  left  New  York 
City  on  Aug.  26  for  the  East 
Brazil  Mission  of  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Dowling  was  commissioned  an 
evangelical  missionary  in  services 
at  Montreat,  N.  C,  on  Aug.  4, 
little  more  than  a  week  after 
being  ordained  into  the  ministry 
in  the  Shandon  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Columbia,  S.  C. 

He  was  graduated  last  Ma;, 
from  Columbia  Theological  semi- 
nary, and  during  the  past  five 
years — while  a  student  at  the 
seminary  and  at  PC — he  served 
as  supply  pastor  for  churches  in 
South  Carolina  and  Alabama.  His 
most  recent  pastorate  was  at 
Grace  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Aiken,  S.  C,  which  was  official- 
ly organized  and  which  doubled 
its  initial  membership  under  his 
guidance. 


College  Opens  74th  Session 


Presbyterian  College  registered 
475  students  for  the  start  of  its 
74th   session    this   fall. 

This  total  represents  another 
capacity  enrollment,  with  all 
dormitory     facilities     filled     and

with  some  25  additional  resident 
students  being  accommodated  in 
nearby   homes   of  Clinton. 

Even  so,  more  than  25  percent 
of  the  applicants  this  year  were 
refused  admittance  to  PC  be- 
cause of  inability  to  meet  the 
entrance   requirements. 

Laurens  Dormitory,  with  com- 
pletely renovated  interior,  re- 
turned to  full,  effective  service 
with  the  start  of  the  first 
semester  of  the  1954-55  school 
year.  Continuing  demand  on  the 
part  of  students  to  attend  Pres- 
byterian, however,  emphasizes 
the  need  for  more  dormitory 
space,  and  President  Marshall  W. 
Brown  has  announced  he  hopes 
to  have  work  on  a  new  dormi- 
tory underway  by  next  year. 

Churches  within  the  Synods 
of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina 
continue  to  send  in  their  con- 
tributions toward  this  new 
dormitory    project. 

Of  the  475  students  now  en- 
rolled at  Presbyterian  College, 
460  are  men  and  15  are  women. 
A  total  of  155  are  new  students 
attending   PC    for   the   first   time.

Six  New  Members  Join 
PC  Faculty  This  Semester 


Six  additions  to  the  Presby- 
terian College  faculty  assumed 
their  new  duties  at  the  start  of 
the  first  semester  of  the  1954-55 
session. 

They  are:  Aurel  M.  Erwin  of 
Macon,  Ga.:  Norman  MacLeod  of 
Oliva,  N.  C;  Lloyd  Davis  of 
Charleston,  W.  Va.;  and  Com- 
mander Kenneth  Porter  of  the 
Isle  of  Palms.  Dr.  Clarence  R. 
Thayer  of  Pittsburgh;  and  Ed- 
ward Schembechler  of  Barber- 
ton,  Ohio. 

Erwin  comes  to  Presbyterian 
College  as  an  assistant  professor 
in  the  French  department,  having 
taught  French  and  Spanish 
during  the  past  year  at  Emory 
University.  He  received  his  A.B. 
degree  from  Mercer  University 
in  1937  and  his  Master's  from 
Duke  University  in  1941.  He  has 
also  studied  at  the  National  Uni- 
versity of  Mexico  and  at  Middle- 
bury  Spanish  and  French  schools, 
and  is  widely  traveled  in  France. 
Spain  and  Mexico. 

Prior  to  joining  the  Emory 
faculty,  Erwin  taught  at  Georgia 
Military  Academy,  Lanier  High 
School  in  Macon,  Ga.,  Admiral 
Farragut  Academy  in  St.  Peters- 
burg, Fla.,  and  Emory  Junior 
College. 

MacLeod  joins  the  English  de- 
partment as  an  instructor.  He  is 
a   graduate  of  the   University   of 


North  Carolina,  from  which  he 
received  his  A.B.  degree  in  1947 
and  his  Master's  in  1951.  Since 
that  time  he  has  spent  two  years 
with  the  American  Red  Cross, 
counselling  and  assisting  service- 
men with  personal  and  family 
problems,  including  duties  in 
Japan  and  Korea. 

Davis  also  joins  the  English 
department  as  an  instructor.  He 
comes  to  Presbyterian  College 
directly     from     Vanderbilt     Uni- 


vrrsity,  where  he  received  his 
Master's  degree  in  June.  A 
native  of  Charleston.  W.  Va.,  he 
completed  work  on  his  A.B. 
degree  at  the  University  of  West 
Virginia. 

Porter,  who  has  retired  as  a 
naval  commander  after  20  years 
of  active  service,  will  be  an  in- 
structor in  the  mathematics 
department  at  PC.  A  graduate  of 
the  United  States  Naval  Acade- 
my, he  has  worked  as  an 
electrical  engineer  and  as  a  ship 
designer,  and  also  has  served  as 
an  assistant  professor  of  mathe- 
matics on  the  staff  of  William 
and  Mary. 

Dr.  Thayer,  director  of  the 
newly  established  Vocational 
Guidance  Center  and  professor 
of  psychology,  comes  to  PC  from 
Arkansas  College.  An  ordained 
minister  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church,  he  has  held  a 
number  of  pastorates  including 
one  of  1300  members  and  has 
served  as  psychological  examiner 
for  the  board  of  foreign  missions 
for  both  the  Southern  Presby- 
terian Church  and  the  United 
Church.  He  received  his  A.B.  and 
Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pittsburgh,  his  B.D.  from 
Western  Theological  Seminary 
and  his  Master's  from  Xenia 
Theological  Seminary. 

Schembechler  joins  the  ath- 
letic department  as  assistant 
football  coach  and  head  baseball 
coach.  He  has  previous  coaching 
experience  in  the  U.  S.  Army, 
from  which  he  was  recently  re- 
leased, and  as  a  graduate  assis- 
tant at  Ohio  State  University. 
He  received  his  Master's  from 
that  institution  and  his  B.S.  from 
Miami   University   of  Ohio.

Gridmen  Show  Better  Defense  Than  Offense 


Blue  Hose  football  was  still  a 
relatively  unmeasured  quality 
after  the  opening  game  with 
Clemson,  but  there  were  bright 
spots  which  gave  PC  coaches 
hope   for  the   future. 

Presbyterian  fell  before  the 
powerful  Tigers  by  a  0-33  count, 
and  even  this  margin  represent- 
ed one  of  the  lowest  scores  in 
this  series  of  the  past  decade. 
Bill  Crutchfield,  making  his 
debut  as  head  coach,  and  as- 
sistants Ed  Schembechler  and 
Norman  Sloan  threw  a  wide 
variety  of  defenses  at  the  hard- 
running  Clemson  backs  and 
stopped   numerous   Tiger   drives. 

Lack  of  offensive  punch  and 
two     crucial    fumbles,     however, 


kept  PC  from  making  a  ball 
game  out  of  it. 

The  Clemson  game  emphasized 
these  points:  Presbyterian  should 
field  a  good  defensive  team  the 
remainder  of  this  season;  the  at- 
tack force  form  is  not  strong 
enough. 

Veterans,  the  bulwark  of  the 
defenses,  but  several  bright 
freshman  prospects  give  indica- 
tion of  helping  the  reserve  situa- 
tion. In  the  forefront  of  the 
forward  wall  are:  Captain  Frank 
Boulware,  powerful  210-pound 
center  from  Rock  Hill,  and 
Guard  Luther  Shealy  of  Pacolet. 
Tommy  Warren  of  Allendale,  S. 
S.,  and  Walter  Yates  of  Norfolk, 
Va.,  take  turns  as  Shealy's  run- 
ning mate  at  the  other  guard, 
and  the  starting  tackles  are  Lee 
Frierson  of  Arcadia,  Fla.,  and 
Bob  Harrington  of  Mont  Clare, 
S.  C. — both  strong  boys  weighing 
in  at  over  205  pounds.  Four 
letterman  ends,  all  good  re- 
ceivers, include:  Bobby  Jackson 
and  Charles  Twitty,  both  of 
Charlotte;  Joe  Counts  of  Bruns- 


wick, Ga.,  and  Ken  Daughtry  ol 
Macon,  Ga. 

Seven  capable  freshman  line- 
man give  strong  support  to  these 
veterans.  Four  of  these  are 
tackles  averaging  well  over  200 
pounds:  Bob  Westenbarger  of 
Lancaster,  O.  (220  pounds);  Jim 
McLauchlin  of  Charlotte  (210); 
Jack  Weir  of  Benwood,  W.  Va. 
(215);  and  Bobby  Brewington  of 
Laurens  (190). 

Guy  Haddix,  190-pound  fresh- 
man from  Philippi,  W.  Va.,  has 
been  shifted  from  tackle  to 
center  behind  Boulware.  And 
rounding  out  this  group  of  top 
first-year  boys  are  Ends  Bob 
Stevens  of  Glassport,  Pa.,  and

Basketball  Talent  Looks  Great 


Paper  estimates  of  material 
indicate  Presbyterian  may  have, 
jverall,  its  strongest  basketball 
talent   in  history   this   season. 

Four  capable  freshmen  have 
joined  seven  letterman  returnees 
from  last  year,  and  this  group 
is  expected  to  provide  an  all- 
round  well-balanced  ball  club. 

Coach  Norman  L.  Sloan  began 
practice  sessions  shortly  after 
the  start  of  the  first  semester  in 
order  to  have  his  team  working 
smoothly  by  the  Dec.  1  opener 
against  Clemson.  He  expressed 
enthusiasm  over  the  prospects, 
saying: 

"All  things  considered,  this  is 
the  best  material  I've  had  here 
since  I  arrived  in  1951,  which 
includes  the  great  squad  of  that 
year.  This  time  we  have  more 
depth  and  more  height,  to  mix 
with  speed  and  sharp  ball-hand- 
ling. The  squad  now  approaches 
the  ideal  basketball  concept  of 
proper  balance." 

Strong  as  the  present  team 
stacks  up,  it  still  is  a  relatively 
young  squad.  Only  one  of  the 
seven  lettermen  is  a  senior,  four 
are  juniors,  and  two  are 
sophomores. 


Three  players  lead  the  field  in 
pre-season  estimates:  juniors 
Dave  Thompson  of  Frankfort, 
Ind.,  and  Bill  Toole  of  Indiana- 
polis; and  sophomore  Ron  Ragan 
of  Indianapolis. 

Dave  Thompson,  All-South 
Carolina  forward  as  a  sophomore 
and  PC's  leading  scorer  for  the 
past  two  seasons,  collected  537 
points  for  a  21.5-per  game 
average  last  year.  This  sharp- 
eyed  six-footer  will  be  counted 
on  to  continue  this  pace.

Guard  Bill  Toole  is  the  Blue 
Hose  defensive  ace  who  matches 
quick,  clever  ball-handling  and 
an  aggressive  spirit  with  an  eye 
which  netter  250  points  last  year. 

Forward  Ron  Ragan,  as  a 
freshman  breaking  into  the 
varsity  lineup,  proved  himself 
one  of  the  nation's  deadliest 
basketball  shots  with  an  accuracy 
mark  of  65  per  cent.  Altogether, 
he  clipped  the  net  for  a  total  of 
404  points,  a   16.2  average.

Burlington,  N.  C,  who  shot  312

Bill  Lipp  of  Frankfort,  Ind.— 
Center,  6  feet  8  inches — only  one 
year  of  high  school  experience 
but  moves  and  jumps  well.  With 
more  seasoning,  should  develop 
into  capable  player  by  mid- 
season.  If  so,  will  solve  PC's  need 
for  a  big  man. 

J.  C.  Gosnell  of  Columbus, 
Ind.— Guard,  5-10— Picked  by 
Indianapolis  Star  as  one  of 
Indiana's  15  top  high  school 
players  at  mid-season  last  year. 
A  leading  scorer  in  state  tourna- 
ment .  .  .  good  jump  and  outside 
shot  .  .  .  fast,  quick,  defensive 
ability.

PC's  Allen  Morris  Named 
To  Ten-Man  Davis  Cup  Squad 


PC's  Allen  Morris  has  joined 
the  nation's  top  amateur  tennis 
players  on  the  ten-man  United 
States  Davis  Cup  team  for  1954. 

He  was  selected  during  the 
past  summer  for  a  berth  on  the 
squad  which  includes  these  other 
stars:  Vic  Seixas,  Tony  Trabert, 
Ham  Richardson,  Sam  Giam- 
maluda,  Ed  Moylan,  Tut  Bartzen, 
Hal  Burrows  and  Straight  Clark. 

Realization  of  this  dream  for 
Morris  climaxes  his  meteoric  rise 
to  net  fame  over  the  past  two 
seasons.  An  unknown  when  he 
hit  the  big  Eastern  tennis  circuit 
in  mid-1953,  he  scored  numerous 
upsets  that  season  and  emerged 
with  ratings  of  26th  nationally 
and  number  eight  in  the  South. 

The  Presbyterian  College  star, 
already  a  two-time  South  Caro- 
lina intercollegiate  champion, 
looked  even  more  impressive  on 


the  1954  summer  circuit  where 
he  won  several  tournaments  and 
scored  major  upsets  over  three 
foreign  Davis  Cup  players. 
Morris'  summer  play  this  year 
was  handicapped  by  a  pulled 
muscle  which  cost  him  at  least 
one  more  tournament  title  and 
knocked  him  out  of  action  for 
several  weeks. 

Playing  in  the  National  Singles 
Championship  at  Forest  Hills,  N. 
Y.,  again  this  year,  Morris 
fought  his  way  into  the  third 
round.  He  was  eliminated  at  this 
point  by  Australia's  Rex  Hartwig 
who  went  on  to  meet  Seixas 
in  the  finals. 

As  a  member  of  the  full  ten- 
man  Davis  Cup  team,  Allen 
Morris  may  not  be  called  into 
action  during  title  play  this  year, 
but  it  places  him  at  the  forefront 
of  rising  young  tennis  stars.

Careers  in  business  and  the 
ministry  are  most  popular  se- 
lections among  students  enrolled 
at  Presbyterian  College  for  the 
1954-55   session. 

These  two  careers  have  been 
the  leading  choices  of  PC  stud- 
ents for  the  past  number  of 
years.
